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SOVEREIGNS , EMPERORS, SULTANS, MINISTERS, AND ASSORTED UPSTARTS: 

A spectre Is sweeping Europe; the spectre of Imperialism,. The last 
three years have seen neighbour turn on neighbour, ally on ally, 
Christian on Turk , As the first consequence of this madness, the 
royal House of Hapsburg lies in ruins* Great Britain shall not fel- 
low it into historical oblivion. 

Be it known that on the first day of this new year, A.D. 1 90^, the 
Unionist party has fallen from power, and been replaced by a Liberal- 
Labour Coalition strongly supported by the Steel V a iley Group ( SVG ) # 
Our gracious King, Edward VJI 9 in response to a growing clamour not 
only from the mining and industrial towns but also from the impo- 
verished farmers of England and Scotland, asked Lord Balfour, during 
the Parliamentary Christmas Party, to dissolve his cabinet. Bal- 
four, with the lack of tact for which he is noted, replied by smash- 
ing the ancient wassail bowl, throwing the lampshade he had been 
wearing at the King, and laying about him with his cane. The for- 
mer Prime Minister v/as finally subdued. He was taken to the nearby 
infirmary kept ready for berserk Prime Ministers, shrieking obseni- 
ties and shouting 'the name of "Guy Fawkes # TT A Parliamentary election 
on 28 December 1903 returned a Unionist minority of only 178* 

The move was a logical consequence of an Imperialistic policy that 
has left England virtually unguarded while her fleets and armies 
rush about in Scandinavia, The massing of the French fleets off 
Brest ~~ coupled with the fall of the pro-English Premier Delcasse 
there — and the nex^s of an Italian fleet sailing with all deliber- 
ation upon our western shore made such action inevitable. 

The Coalition headed by the former Opposition leader -Liberal John 
Koning, as P«M.., with the Fabian orator John Smythe as Foreign 'Mi- 
nister — has undertaken an immediate reappraisal of Great Britain f s 
position and commitments In Europe and Eurasia* 

The first step in the Coalition f s reorganisation has been to recall 
the greater portion of the proud British navy to defend our coasts. 
While the friendly intentions of the French fleet are not to be 
doubted, the Italian detachment steaming across the Mid-Atlantic 
offers ample evidence of the hostility of Italy. One is led to 

believe that the Italians have taken too much to heart the words of 
Giacomo Leopardis 

0 my country, I see the walls and the arches 
And the columns and the images and the solitary 
Towers of our Roman forbears — 
But I do. not see the glory. 

That a nation that, until the last three decades, has been little 
more than a squabbling pack of uncivilized city-states should even 
consider the invasion of our proud ml lie alum- old Empire is unthink- 
able. God would not allow such an abomination,..,* but what would 



the Italians know of that, keeping as they do even the Patriarch of 
their own Church a prisoner within his "Vatican? 

A brilliant Admiral, newly returned from the British colony on 
Samothrace, has taken command of the greater part of the British 
Navy 5 and has begun secret operations off the south coast* The 
Admiral himself is something of a secret, and is referred to in dis- 
patches only by what appears to be his code name — IT Tros." 

Meanwhile, Koning has appointed to the newly-created post of Minister 
of Psycho-History the renowned Oxford ian scholar Hari Seldon* The 
purposes of the Psycho-History Ministry are unclear at the moment 9 
but it is said to have something to do with statistics and fore- 
casting* 

Foreign Minister Smythe is making rapid attempts to reopen negotia- 
tions with several nations aleinatbd by the high-handed policies of 
his predecessor Joseph Chamberlain* New foreign policy pronounce- 
ments are expected momentarily. 

It is already known that Smythe has despatched a new Ambassador to 
our former ally Russia, in hopes of succoring her in her present 
difficulties with her neighbours* It is rumored that the Ambassa- 
dor, Vladimir Ilich Ulyanov, • has instructions from the new British 
Chlef-of -Staff ,Lev Bronstein,to investigate the conduct of Sir John 
French? who has been commanding the British armies in the North* 
Ulyanov was instrumental in setting up this year's Congress of the 
Second International, and is held in high esteem within both the 
Labour and the Liberal parties. Ambassador Ulyanov, who is grow- 
ing a beard In preparation for his presentation to whatever power 
rules in Russia upon bis arrival, dropped his portfolio in Us .hur- 
ried departure. His aide, a Mr. J* Steely will rick it up where he 
left it' off. 

The new government of Great Britain extends to its fellow rulers and 
ruling bodies about Europe an invitation to join together in build- 
ing a newer and stronger Europe. (The government also asks the in- 
dulgence of the other powers in her present reorganization period,,)
